THE TITLE GENTLEMAN 

Describes One Kind of Man In Eng¬ 
land.—Quite Another In America. 

Secretary Bonaparte’s Definition of a 
Gentleman Follows, 

“Its essential meaning is that of 
you are required a measure of self- 
control, a readiness of self-sacrifice, a 
sensitiveness in honor which it might 
not be reasonable to expect of all your 
follow citizens.” 

The gentlemen in England are un¬ 
derstood to be a sort of titled char¬ 
acter, and none of the men of that 
country who are classed as common, 
ever think of calling themselves gen¬ 
tlemen. Tho title is really used to 
distinguish classes, and the finest char¬ 
actered man among the common peo¬ 
ple would feel out of place, were he 
classed as a gentleman, and likewise 
the greatest reprobate of the so-called 
upper class would be grievously of¬ 
fended were he called common. 

The people of • that country ai'c 
educated to that sort of thing; and 
when a. common man comes to the 
United States, and hears himself re¬ 
ferred to as a gentleman, he is apt to 
think he has created the impression- 
that lie belongs to the nobility! (?) 

Strange as it seems to us in America, 
tho natives- of England, among the 
common herd, are quite satisfied with 
the condition, and wherever they may 
be they arc quite apt to defend the 
Social and governmental system of 
Groat Britain* They are carefully 
educated that Way, - 

Under the influence of free govern¬ 
ment and the fall of empires, the 
whole people of this new republic 
adopted the idea that all men were 
gentlemen, and in short time the title 
came to distinguish a man of kindly 
and moral character, and good manners. 
Substantially that meaning Still holds, 
but the influence of English custom is 
having its effect upon some ' minds 
here, and an effort to create d gentle¬ 
men class is really under way. 

The above definition of a gentleman, 
by Secretary of the Navy, Bonaparte, 
is somewhat, along that line, inasmuch 
as the qualities he defines, are not ex¬ 
pected of all. When we cease to ex¬ 
pect or hope for the best, we are let¬ 
ting go of oilr fundamental principles 
of government and society. 

It were better to define a gentle¬ 
man as a man of honesty, and pos¬ 
sessed of a kindly heart, That at least 
will keep the meaning within the 
original American compass, and offer 
an exact contrast to the English de¬ 
finition. 

Queen Elizabeth is not on record 
with a, definition of a gentleman; but 
in connection with the Subject, it may 
he well to remind the public that one 
of her means of knowing a “lady” 
from a common woman was by the 
quality of profanity she used. 

As women were morally superior to 
men, then as now, we may from this 
get ait inkling of the standard of 
English gontlonmnship iri the time Of 
the Stuarts.

New Drinking Fountain. 

Andover is justly proud of the new 
drinking fountain which has recently 
been placed in position on Main stroet 
opposite tho Common, 

Not alone on account of its useful¬ 
ness and the fact that it is a fountain 
that any town of triple its size might 
well be proud of; but because it repre¬ 
sents the work of Andover’s enter¬ 
prising women. 

For over a year the King’s Daugh¬ 
ters of Andover, have been giving 
fairs, plays, etc., with this object in 
view; their time, money, work and 
thoughts have been toward this end. 

Now that the fountain" is here and 
running, Andover will certainly appre¬ 
ciate their efforts. Thanks are also 
due to the summer visitors and others 
who so freely helped and to the men 
who gave their time and labor in 
fixing the water supply and setting up 
the fountain. 

The fountain itself is made of iron 
painted with aluminum bronze. It is 
10 feet 2 inches high and consists of 
a circular • basin ^ feeK7 inches in 
diameter, set on a base 33 inches 
square, and surmounted by a post 6 
feet high in which is an ele< .‘vie light, 
the power for which is supplied by* 
Frank McAllister. 

There are two streams of . water 
Which will run continuously, and two 
faucets with - cups for people -to-~drinfe- 
from; in the base is a small basin for 
dogs. ■ 1 

The water comes from a spring sit¬ 
uated over half a. mile away on the 
side 'of Farrington Hill, the source be¬ 
ing 200 feet above the fountain.

GREAT DAY IN RUMFORD FALLS. 

1st Regiment Uniform Rank, K, of P, 
Met Here Sept, 27.

Considerable interest attaches to 
the cement filling in the trunks of 
.’jj the great oaks near St. Charles aye- 
“ hue, and many questions have been 
^ asked about this method of arresting 
. the decay of trees, says the New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat. 
j Horticulturists have found that they 
, e have been able to prevent limbs from 
decaying by wrapping them in cloth. I 
This helps to exclude the dampness. 
Carrying their experiments oue point 
further, it was found that 'cement 
i' woitld preserve the trunks of trees 
s from rotting, just as a filling in a 
” tooth prevents further decay. 1 

1 The question arose last year as to 
’ what would be done to preserve the 
great oaks at Audubon park, whicn 
were losing their growth and verdure 
by reason of big holes in their trunks, 
and ( it was accordingly decided to fill 
the apertures with cement. Several 
cartloads of sand, mortar and brick 
were used in the operation, which has _ 
been attended with great success. Ohl 
oaks regained their strength, new 
branches began to grow and alto¬ 
gether they put on signs of renewed 
life. 

The art of “arboreal dentistry" has 
since then been perfected to such an 
extent that even a new bark can be 
given to a tree. It is proposed at 
some future date to cover the filling 
with a layer of cement the color of 
the oak’s bark, which can be so 
worked as to resemble a natural cov¬ 
ering. It is said that this will pre¬ 
serve the tree even better than will Q 
ordinary cement, while at the same 
time it will add to its beauty by hid¬ 
ing the mortar.
